The first of the refugees to come |. 
out of. Chinkiang during the wave 
of anti-forcign feeling following 
the collapse of the Northern 
armies and the taking over of this 
part of the Yangtaze Valley by the | hoi. 
Nationalists arrived in Shanghai 
on Monday last in the. C. N, S, 
Pingwo. On board were 76 men, 
women and children, 40 of whom 
were Americans and the majority 
of the rest: British. 

In’ spite of the fact that the: 
veasel is essentially a freighter, 
these refugees arrived in much 
better spirits and with more of ia 
their luggage than did the 600 
refugees who have already arrived 
here from Nanking. After the 
Nanking Incident and during the 
Nationalist invasion they were 
given much. more time to collect 
their houschold effects than thoge 
in Nanking, but allof them say 
that their houses have , been 
thoroughly looted by thet incoming 
soldiers,
